The group congregated at Memorial Bridge in D.C. Saturday morning and was 
joined by more MWC people who ha*^'' driven to meet them there. They then walked 
en masse to the Ellipse where most stayed until late afternoon. 

A letter to Mrs. Nixon apologizing for disruption of her plans to visit 
Kenmore has reportedly been sent to the White House. The letter was signed 
by approximately 300 students. 

Nearly 70 U.Va„ students were arrested Saturday morning in Charlotte* 
ville for illegal assembly, disorderly conduct, and failure to disperse
